AGAWAM - Mayor Richard Cohen has 
received word from the Agawam City Coun- 
cil that they will approve a $250,000 supple- 
mental budget at their August meeting, pro- 
vided the money is going to the Agawam 
School District to hire several teachers that 
had been cut out of the budget. 

In a last-minute compromise that thrilled 
the school administration, including outgo- 
ing Superintendent Dr. Mary Czajkowski, 
City Councilor Gina Letellier proposed an 
amendment to the fiscal year 2012 budget, 
simply removing $250,000 from the reserve 
fund. 

Letellier then requested the mayor come 
back before the council with a proposal to 
use $250,000 for the schools, which had $1.6 
million previously cut from their budget. 

The mayor agreed with the proposal and 
the more than $73 million town and school 
operating budgets were approved last Mon- 
day night, just ahead of the new fiscal year, 
which begins tomorrow, July 1. 

While closing up the 2011 budget cycle, 
Cohen issued a press release expressing his 
appreciation for and happiness over the de- 
cisions made by city council, which also in- 
cluded funding the one percent raises given 
to several unions, including teachers. 

“Oh, I’m very happy about this,” said Co-

fied proposal for the placement of a wire- 
less communications tower on the church 
property. 

After learning their original proposal 
was in violation of certain zoning by- 
laws, the proposal was withdrawn in early 
January. Though it was expected to be dis- 
cussed at meetings in June, the applicant, 
Florida Towers LLC, has continued to 
seek continuances to public hearings with 
both boards, reportedly to conduct balloon 
tests. The city council was set to hear the 


proposal on July 5. 

Florida Towers is now proposing a tow- 
er at a location that will conform to set- 
back laws and distance rules that prevent 
a cell tower from being too close to other 
structures. 

“We are working to provide additional 
information to the Planning Board,’ said 
Brown Rudnick of Florida Towers. “Due 
to our scheduling conflicts, we have re- 
quested a continuance of our applications.

Outdoor dining ordinance 
on next council menu

AGAWAM - Thanks to positive recom- 
mendations by the zoning and ordinance 
committees of the Agawam City Council, a 
new outdoor dining ordinance will likely be 
passed after the full council chews over the 
details at its July 5 meeting. 

At least one restaurant in town has sup- 
ported the idea of having outdoor dining and 
City Councilor George Bitzas said he wants 
to see the ordinance pass through this year 
with the economy being in its current state. 

“We need to do everything we can to 
be helping these businesses,” said Bitzas. 
“These businesses pay taxes to our town and 
we need to help them do well.” 

Bitzas sponsored the ordinance, which 
would make it legal for restaurants owners to 
serve their customers outside. In Massachu- 
setts, there are specific rules and regulations 
in regards to liquor licenses, so restaurants 
that wish to begin serving outdoors would 
have to come before the city council to have 
their licenses amended to include the serving 
area outdoors. 


To date, there are two small restaurants 
in town that have picnic tables available for 
outdoor patrons, but both at locations — 911 
Burgers and Dogs and Twisty’s — where ser- 
vice of food and drink actually occurs inside 
the facility. 

The new ordinance would allow actual ser- 
vice by wait staff to customers that sit at tables 
outside. Several surrounding towns do allow 
all outside service, including Enfield, Conn. 

The Zoning Committee met on the subject 
on June 16. They sent a 3-0 unanimous rec- 
ommendation to the full city council to pass 
the ordinance. 

At the meeting, Bitzas, who is a mem- 
ber of the committee, said the proposal was 
brought up last year during the summer and 
was put on the back burner for several rea- 
sons. As more restaurants have come forward 
expressing interest, he decided he wanted to 
see it get passed. Councilors Jill Simpson 
and Robert Rossi also voted in favor of the 


ordinance.

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Spruce Salon schedules benefit Cut-a-Thon to help tornado victims

CHICOPEE -— Carolyn Rettura cries every day when she 
drives through the devastation wreaked by the June 1 tornado 
in her former East Forest Park neighborhood in Springfield. 

“Tt is destroyed. A tree that was in front of my old house 
crushed the house next door. It was horrifying when I walked 
through the Bradley Road neighborhood near Western New 
England College,” said the co-owner of Spruce Salon on 920 
Front St. who lives off of South Branch Parkway in Spring- 
field. 

She remembers leaving work the day the tornado struck 
and said she couldn’t get any closer than two miles to her 
home. “Every house had a tree on it and I was crying as I 
walked through it. The power lines were all down,” she re- 
members. “I have driven through the area since that time and 
its beauty is gone. The trees are no longer standing and half 
of the houses have been torn down.” 

Spruce co-owner Kate Przyby] says she and Rettura along 
with fellow employees, including Kim Bailey, who lives in 
Monson, which was hit hard by the tornado, feel very lucky 
that they didn’t suffer the effects of the tornado personally. 

“But so many people around us have been devastated and 
we want to do what we can to help,” she said. “We are a 
small business, so we can offer our services to raise money 
for local victims. Carolyn and Kim had neighbors whose 
homes were destroyed and although neither of them had any 
damage, it was all around them. This is the first time we have 
experienced a local tragedy like this and many of our clients 
have been affected, along with their families and friends,” 
she explained.

Bright, beautiful 
and dangerous 


| Biegia exploding in the sky are great 
to watch and certainly add an extra 
sparkle to special events, but fireworks are 
constructed with explosive materials, which 
often result in personal safety issues for 
those people using them, whether amateur 
or professional. 

As the 4th of July approaches, many 
people are looking forward to celebrating 
Independence Day with patriotic parades, 
picnics and colorful fireworks. 

In Massachusetts, where all consumer 
fireworks are illegal, the safest way to enjoy 
them is at community events where profes- 
sionals handle them. People who illegally at- 
tempt to capture the excitement of the holi- 
day festivities at home risk serious injuries 
to themselves as well as children, said Man- 
di Summers, co-coordinator of Safe Kids of 
Western Mass. headquartered at Baystate 
Children’s Hospital. 

In 2009, some 3,300 children ranging 
in age from toddlers to 14 were injured by 
fireworks. Of those injuries, 70 percent oc- 
curred in the weeks surrounding the Fourth 
of July. And, according to the Consumer 
Product Safety Commission (CPSC), vic- 
tims are often injured by fireworks used by 
other people. 

Because they involve explosions, acceler- 
ants and projectiles, fireworks are extremely 
dangerous. Improper use can result in serious 
burns and other devastating injuries, including 
lifelong disabilities or death, said Dr. Ronald 
Gross, chief, Trauma and Emergency Surgery 
Services at Baystate Medical Center. 

According to Gross, traumatic amputation 
of the fingers or hands is a common result 
of a fireworks-related injury. Other injuries 
usually involve the eyes or head and can 
sometimes result in blinding or even death. 
More than half of fireworks-related injuries 
involve burns, which can be one of the most 
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FDA: Sunscreen labels tobe more truthful... 
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painful injuries a child can encounter. 

If for any reason a fireworks accident oc- 
curs, seek medical attention immediately, 
regardless of the severity of the injury. Do 
not rub or rinse out the eyes, which can 
cause further damage. Pressure should be 
applied to control bleeding, but should be 
avoided on the area around the eye. Do not

hen, who is also the chairman of the school 
committee. “Whenever it comes down to 
making a choice, education will always be 
an important priority.” 

The supplemental budget process involves 
a leap of faith by the city council, which 
serves as the legislative body, and cannot 
specifically request how money should be 
spent. While they have the right to say yes or 
no to funding the budget, they cannot amend 
proposals when they are out on the council 
table. 

Letellier said she found herself struggling 
to make the right decision for the town and 
school district, which several members of 
the public came out to support. She threw 
out the number of $250,000 and stated she 
used the reserve fund, which has been his- 
torically underspent. 

“T don’t want to take some a specific place 
and take from another department’s budget,” 
said Letellier, who like several other coun- 
cilors, criticized the lack of free cash that 
was used with several million available.

We would like the planning board to consid- 
er our request at their Aug. 4 meeting.” 

The Agawam City Council has resched- 
uled their public hearing from July 5 to Sept. 
6. 

The new proposal places the cellular tow- 
er in the rear corner of a block of property 
owned by the church. The tower would be 
located on the property known as 459 Mill 
St. 

The property abuts 491 Mill St., a thin lot 
also owned by the church. Both properties 
are abutted by Route 57 to the rear of Mill 
Street. 

The original location of the tower was too 
close to an area playground. The zoning by- 
laws state a cell tower cannot be within 260 
feet or 1.5 times the height of the structure of 
a park, playground, or other structures. The 
bylaw also stipulates how close it can be to 
property lines. 

Cellular towers in residential areas have 
often been the subject of controversy; resi- 
dents believe they take away from the aes- 
thetics of the area. The church property is 
across the street from Agawam High School 
and many residences in the area. 

When the application was withdrawn in 
January, Planning and Development Coordi- 
nator Deborah Dachos said there were other 
areas of the property that would work for the 
tower. 

The petition stated a request to amend the 
town code so a wireless communications 
tower can be constructed. 

The church has a property that contains a 
split zone with two-thirds in the rear zoned 
Business B. The front of the property is in 
a residential zone. The newest cellular tower 
would have had AT&T as the “anchor” or 
primary tenant.

“The construction of the cellular 
tower will allow Agawam’s first respond- 
ers to not only allow emergency responders 
to cross-communicate, but also maintain a 
surety that communication failure will not 
be an option.” 

The Agawam Police Department also sup- 
ported the cell tower and said it would not 
cause any issues. 

A public hearing on the matter has not 
been held.

ASBAC fosters economic 
growth and client education by providing 
free professional counseling, workshops and 
other support services to area entrepreneurs 


who want to start or improve their businesses 
in Agawam and the surrounding communi- 
ties. 

During its 10 years of operation, the center 
has received hundreds of requests for coun- 
seling on such subjects as starting up, busi- 
ness loans, marketing and sales, accounting, 
taxes, human resources, inventory control, 
employee training, technology, computer 
systems and business planning. Counseling 
is provided by SCORE, and is held on an ap- 
pointment basis.
